By this time every person is fully aware of the fact 
that the Harvest Picnic-Scrap Roundup is to be held 
in Crescent Park next Friday, September 25th, and not 
Saturday, the 26th. as was inadvertently stated in this 
column last Thursday. 
An urgent personal responsibility to collect metal 
scrap and to start it toward the mills, rests upon every 
loyal American citizen in Warren county today. 
The fate of our nation, the security of our own fu­ 
tures, the very lives of our sons, husbands and brothers 
in uniform, depend upon the response which we make 
to the government’s pressing demand for every pound 
of scrap metal we can dig out of our homes, our offices, 
our factories, our farms. 
This is no idle exaggeration. 
If anything, it is un­ 
derstatement. 
The responsibility is not general—the 
business of everybody which nobody needs to look after 
It is specific and individual. 
Unless there is made available seventeen million tons 
of iron and steel scrap in the next few weeks, some steel 
mills are going to have to close down this coming winter. 
The steel that they will not be able to make can not. 
obviously, be used for ships, for airplanes, for tanks, for 
guns, for shells, for bombs, for any of the weapons which 
our soldiers and sailors and Marines need to fight th*• 
Germans and the Japanese. 
For lack of those weapons, battles easily can be lost 
—even. God forbid, the war itself. 
For lack of those 
weapons, beyond any doubt at all. lives would be sacri­ 
ficed. 
If you reside in the county, don’t lose any time in 
getting your scrap to one of the numerous weighing 
stations established in the rural sections. 
In the bor­ 
ough a scrap pile has been established at the foot of 
Market street, but it should be remembered that all 
scrap collected in Warren must be weighed in at the 
scale at Madison avenue and Crescent street. 
Get in your junk and be eligible to attend the Scrap 
Harvest Picnic next Friday.
